ABUSED, BAILEY CANYON’S 
BEAUTY STILL THRILLS 


Members of tne Sierra Club 
from South Pasadena came up to 
Sierra Madre Sunday last, iney 
had a beautilul time. They parked 
t'neir cais over near Uie Mou- 
asiery, tnen started on toot up 
through Bailey Cauyon. Right 
tnere at Uie Canyon entrance 
here’s a pock-marKed s.gii that 
has served rather long now as a 
target for both guns and weatner 
ana which reads, "CUy of Siena 
Madre, KEEP OUT, Closed Area." 
Tnen, a tew steps lurtner on, 
blocking tne old Selling road into 
the canyon, tliere's a padlocked 
gate— meant evidently just to 
Keep out cars and not pedes¬ 
trians, for there isn't any tence; 
although that sign would still be 
a trouDie even tor those on fool 
—if they happen to be sensitive | 
and conscientious, as most na¬ 
ture-lovers are. 

Next, just beyond the gate, you | 
can see about a t'uousand old j 
newspapers and oUier trash — 
rotting into the ground and try-1 
ing to hide, with the friendly 
grass and weeds conniving. 1 
Tnere’s trash like that a lot of j 
the way rigdt on up to the ruins i 
of the old Greek theatre and pic- | 
me grounds, God-awtul now in 
their dead desolation. Yet, Impres- i 
sively, the Canyon—in spite of all 
this, bravely, as if refusing to be 
abased and humiliated regardless 
of human j>erversity—getting love¬ 
lier all the time. 

Those visitors from South Pasa¬ 
dena, having passed the camp¬ 
site, now came to the foot of the 
famous Zig-zag Trail. There were 
women in the party as well as 
men— trim and fine, sound of 
heart and limb. They d better be, 
'lor this zig-zig up the steep 
sides of the Canyon is no mere 
lover’s lane. It’s llKO some of 
those ancient "boot-lace” donkey- 
roads up to the little old forti¬ 
fied mountain hamlets in Mediter¬ 
ranean lands — meant to dis¬ 
courage Invaders. 

Going up this trail you gain 
elevation at a rate to amaze you. 
Almost like flight - only here 
you’re wings are your legs and 
you know it. But your bram soars 
DO. Such air! Intoxicating. Scented 


with .-ago, with pine and bay and 
oak-mould. As cool and pure, too, 
as a mountain-spring. You’ll find 
a spring like that if you keep on 
climbing and go high enough. 

This .sweet, cold water, which Is 
there all the year round, is about 
half way to the .‘■ununit; Where 
taere’s a fork of the main trail 
leading down to the site of a 
ruined cabin and the 'floor of the 
Canyon. Not far down, for the 
Canyon also has been climbing — 
up its ow'n trail. Which I.s no twil 
even for donkeys. Nor mountain- 
goats. All chasms, one over the 
other, up ilizzy walls which even 
the squirrels and deer stay away 
from. 

Many deer and squirrels— and 
wildcats and coyotes — to judge 
from the sign, right here on the 
trail. For the animals themseive.s 
find this man-made path con¬ 
venient In many of Its stretches. 
Especially here In the neighb.or- 
hood of water and the hign for- 
e.st to which men so seldom come. 
And they’ll be coming—the human 
animals- - more .‘■eldom .still, it 
secm.H. P'or the trail, like the Can¬ 
yon far down below, also now Is 
far gone in neglect. Or, w'hen not 
neglected, soiled, dts.igured by 
human carelessness and ignor¬ 
ance. 

The mountaineers from South 
Pa-'adeni had a hard time of it 
in places even when following the 
trail. So broken down had the 
trail become. Yet some went on 
right up to the summit of the 
mountain— where no trail was, 
only a deer-trampled fire-break. 
And by the fire-break they came 
down again—far down and around 

thl.s time to the Mount Wilson 
trail. 

And so, back to Sierra Madre. 

Hear what they said: "One of 
the gnndcst days we've ever ha<l I 
■Lucky Sierra Madre' To have a 
backyard like that! Go.sh! In.steafl 
of keeping folks out, they ought 
to open it up. clean It up and ad¬ 
vertise it!” 

Perhaps. Maybe. Or, anyway, 
the old Mountain will always be 
there— a Pisgah .still for those 
who would see bhe Promised Land.
